It is covsidered at Christiania that Mr. 
Borchgreviok, who is of Norwegian birth, will 
continae to represent Norway aud Judge 
Montan, who is a Swede, will rspresent bis, 
own country.

STATE RAILWAY ENGINES. 

The average namber of engines amounts to 
520, of which an average of 118 engines (in- 
cloding seven narrow gaoge locomotives of the 
old Port Ssid-Ismailia line) bave been standing 
and undergoing repairs, leayiog an average of 
402 in eervice. Of these 89:have been employed 
on shunting, and 313 on regalar train servicd. 
‘The now engines received during the year con, 
sisted of the powerfal compound express en- 
gines of the “Atlantic” type constracted by the 
“Ateliers de Cail” io France ; ten four-doupled 
bogie passenger engines from. Messrs. Henschel 
& Son, Cassel ; nine six-cobpled js engines 
and one six-coupled passenger engine from the 
Pranoo-Belge Company, and thirty six-coupled 
goods engines from the North British Locomot- 
ive Company. The six engines sorapped doring 
the year were all six-coupled goods engines. 

‘The average age of locomotives in 1905 wes 
14 years, as against 15 yearsin 1904. 

“Phe total engine kilometrage ran in 1905 
was 19,641,663, against 17,537,462 in 1904, 
whiob gives an incresse of 2,104,201 kilo- 
motres, or 18 %. The avorage kilometrage per 
engine has been. inoreased. from 55,925 in 
1904 to 56,931 in 1905. 2 

‘The numberof engines fitted with the auto- 
matic vacoom brake,. ap to 81st December, 
1905, was 231, as against .169 at the end of 
1994, Besides these, 16 engines ‘were fitted 
with steam brakes. 

Daring the year, 187 engines underwent 
thorough repairs, and 452 light repairs, giving 
® total of 639 engines passing through the 
shope. No engines were entirely renewed.

This distinction may appear ingeniously 
scientific, bat it is a practical one, and should 
enable the nervous man to determine which it 
is that infests his neighboarhood, sinoe it is 
most probable that a certain species would 
occur. in a certain area to the exclusion of 
others.

PRUSSIAN POLAND. 

The Germanieation of Prossian Poland isa 
acheme opon which the late Prince Biemarck 
laid moch stress, and one to which he lent bis 
powerfal sid, bot neither in his time nor since 
then bas the plan been s success, The 
Hakatist Lesgoe has jast held » congress at 
Marievburg to discuss the question in all ite 
bearings. The Hakatists is the name ofa 
league which was foonded in 1894 forthe 
purpote of transferring landed property in the 
Polish provinoss of Prussia from the bands of 
the Poles into those of the German colonists ; 
it takes its odd name from the ivitialn of its 
three foundere—Horren Hansemann, Kerme 
mann, and ‘Tiedemann. The congress expressed 
the desire that a Bill should be intr 


working of the law in the colonisation of the. 


eastern provinces to expropriate the Poli 
holders of the land where they think fit.’ It is 
clear that some sdch bigh-baoded séotion will 
have to be taken if the Germans are not to be 
driven off the land, for nothing ‘seems to stop 
the steady westward march of the Poles. It 
‘ated at the congress that, thoogh 
Prossia bas‘ devoted no less than twenty 
H millions sterling in the purchase of estates and 
in- settling German farmers on them, the 
; ®moont of land held by the Poles has enor- 
mouely increased in the Int ten years. As 
soon as the German soloniats are given land in 
Prussian Poland they make haste to sell it to 
the Poles at a high price. There seems to be 
only one thing to be done, and tbat is to 
ponish severely those Germans who tell their 
land. Bot this is» course which the Prassians 
are unwilling to take.

Head Omice tor Egyp 


PAPER FROM COTTON STALKS. 


The manofacture of paper from the fibre of 
the cotton stalk is one of the latest inventions 
which are said to have passed the experimental 
stege. It is aseorted (ssys ‘The World's Work") 
that all grades of paper, from the beat form of 
linen to the lowest grade, can be manofactured 
from ootton stalks. In addition to this, a 
variety of by-products, such as alcohol, ni- 
trogen, Be i, for ganootton arid smokeless 
powder, oan also be secored in paying qaan- 
tities, Mills for the use of cotton stalks in that 
way may become general in the ootton-growing 
States. 

It in estimated thet on an area of land 
producing a bale of cotton at least one ton of 
stalks oan te gathered. Upon this basis, from 
10,000,000 to 12,000,000 tons of raw material 
could be seoured for the prodaction of paper, 
whicli would inorease the value of the cotton 
crop of the Boathern States nearly £2,000,000.
